ENLISTED MEN AND APPEENTICES 


'IN THE NAVY. 


Secretary of tho Navy Long, in his an- 


nual report, made public .today, .says: 
Tbo recommendation of the chief ot the 
bureau of "navigation is approved, that 
Congress give authority to increase the 
enlisted force-whenever uecesssary to 20,- 
OJO men and to enlist apprentices to the 
number of 2,500. While it would notsbe 
the intention of tho department., to enlist 
this number ol men until such time as the 
Increase'in the number of .vessels shall 
make it necessary', it is nevertheless dcsir: 
able, that this authority bo granted in or: 
.dor that tho department may keep in com: 
mission such 6f the auxiliary ships recent- 
ly purchased as is deemed desirable and 
havo sufficient men to man tho new .ships 
as they ave completed. Tho..increase in 
tho nuinber-of,'apprentices aslie'd lor will 
enable the department to constantly add 
to the ships' crews a certain percentage of 
trained men.
